Members DiscuAs Important Subject 
at Recent Meeting r

actual mule, for which 
price was asked. 


Egg and ’Poultry Marketing Service 
at Vulcan 


Members of the executive of the 
Vulcan Community Club at a meeting 
held Wednesday night discussed sev¬ 
eral topics of general interest and de¬ 
cided to renew and increase the 
activities of the organization. 

It was decided to re-petition the 
Provincial government for permission 
to use the land reservation known-as 
number one as a recreation ground 
for children. This matter was under¬ 
taken once before without success, 
but with a change of government 
there is a new opportunity and the 
club will try again. 

The committee decided that the club 
should promote the proper observance 
of Armistice Day, Nov. 11, which is 
ulso Thanksgiving Day. The proposed 
program will include an address to the 
school pupils, musicial selections by 
the band, and an address by Mr. D. H. 
Elton. Definite details will be an¬ 
nounced later. 

The questioh of a municipal hos¬ 
pital was discusstd and the secretary 
was instructed to secure from the 
Minister of Health the details of pro¬ 
cedure in connection with the estab¬ 
lishing of such an institution. The 


The secretary of the Poultry Assoc¬ 
iation had a letter from Mr. G. M. 
Cormie, Edmonton, Dominion Poultry 
representative, under whose direction 
the culling of poultry flocks has been 
so successfuly carried out for two 
seasons, to the effect that the egg and 
poultry marketing service is under¬ 
taking a community poultry killing 
at Vulcan during the last week in 
November and continuing until Dec¬ 
ember 15. 

The arrangement is that all birds 
from the district will be assembled 
here on a certain day or days which 
will be announced later, and the 
service will send expert killers and 
pickers to dress the birds, and after 
they are cooled, grade and pack them 
in standard boxes for shipment to the 
best market available. 

At the time when the producer 
brings in his birds they will be weigh¬ 
ed and market price paid. Subse¬ 
quently if any surplus is found over 
the paid market price it will be dis¬ 
tributed pro rata among the pro¬ 
ducers. 

The educational features of this 
project will be found in the demon¬ 
strations relating to the -grading, kil¬ 
ling, dressing and packing of poultry 
for market.

WHEAT HIGHER IN CANADA 


Commenting on the Emergency 
Tariff Bill and the prediction before 
its passing by its sponsors that wheat 
would sell for 25 cents a bushel more 
in the United States than in Canada, 
the Wall Street Journal says that 
“never since the tariff law went into 
effect has wheat in the United States 
sold higher than in Canada. The daily 
quotations show there was not a day 
in July when Canadian wheat sold as 
low as in this country. * It actually 
averaged 25 cents a bushel higher in 
Winnipeg than in Minneapolis.” 

The latest government estimate of 
the wheat crop of Canada places the 
total yield at approximately 294,000,- 
000 bushels, exceeding last year’s crop 
by nearly 30,000,000 bushels.
